The Looal Papar a Most TTsoful 
Agency On the Parin— The Press, 
Publlr and Srhool a Trinity of 
Influonco That Must B« 
VtUliad m BvUding 
AsitodHura.

A broad campaign of publicity on 
the subject of niral life is ueedcd in 
this state today to tortnt the problema 
of ttae farmera to tba forefront The 
dty problema are blaaoned upon the 
front pagea of tbe metropolitan dall- 
ies and echoed in tbe country presx. 
but the troubles of the fanners are 
Hcliidiii tdUl, except by those who 
seek to iirofli by I lie story, and the 
KlitltT (il ilii' p;i(kat;c ofttiincs ob- 
scures tlic substance. A searching In- 
vestigation Into the nj'cilB of the 
farmers will reveal many Inherent de- 
fects In our ecoiiDinic system that can 
be easily remedied when properly un- 
derstood and illuminated by tbe pow- 
er of tbe press. 

Ttae rural press, the pulpit 'and tbe 
school are n trinity of powerful In- 
fluencos that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest ciipacity before he can 
orcupy a con'iiiaiHliiiK iiosition In pub- 
lic aflalrs. Tlie: e ^l>;aiilic aceiicies .-ire 
organized lu every rural community 
and only await the p.itronaKe ami co- 
operittion of the fanners to fully de- 
velop tholr enorny and uaefuliieas. 
They are local forces workluK for 
the beat interests of their respective 
communltlea. Tbeir work Is to build 
and tbeir object ia to aenre. Tbey 
prosper only through the derelopmont 
and prosperity of ttae community. 

i:vi'ry farmer In this state should 
subscribe for the local paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
publications as he may llml prolitable. 
but he should by all means aubsciibe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should bo without it. The local paper 
Is part of the community life and the 
editor underatands the farmer's prob 
I ems. It ia ttae local preas that will 
study the local problema and through 
Us columna deal with aubjecta of most 
vital Importance to looal Ufa of tbe 
community. 

A Noble Taek. 

In too many inataneea the country 
papers mimic the city presa by glv 
Ing prominence to scandals, accldenta 

and political aE;ltatlon. The new 
rural civilization has placed upon the 
rural press renewed responsibilities, 
and enlarsed pOi-HlhilltleH for useful- 
ness. It cannot periorni Its mission 
to agilculture by recording the frail- 
ties, ibe mishaps and inordinate uin- 
bitlons of buinuulty, or by lining Its 
columna with the echoes of tbe strug- 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
stories of city life which lure our 
children from the farm. 

It has a higher and nobler task. 
Too often the pages of the city dallies 
bristle with the strungle of ambltimis 
men in their wild lust for power, ami 
many times the Ihiines of personal 
conflict sear the lemler buds of new 
livili/.ution and illuminate the path- 
way to destriK'lion. The rural press 
is the governlni; power of public senti- 
ment and must hold steadfast to 
prinriple and keep (he ship of state 
In the roadstead of progresa. Tbe 
rural presa can beat aerve tbe inter- 
ests of the farmera by applying Ita 
energies to tbe solution of problems 
affecting the local community. It 
must stem the mighty life current 
that is luiiviiiK Iroiii the farm to the 
cities, sweeping belOre it a thousand 
boy.s and iiU\» per day. It lias to deal 
with the funfhiMiental problems of 
civilization at their fountain head. Its 
mission Is to direct growth, teach ef- 
ficiency and mold the inielU'ctual life 
of tbe country, placing before the pub- 
lic the daily problema of tbe farmers 
and giving first attention to the leg- 
islative, co-operative, educational and 
social needs of the agricultural clasaea 
within its respective community. 

The Power of Advertlalng. 

Ttae influence of advertlalng la clea^ 

ly visible in tbe homes and habits of 
tbe farmers, and tbe advertising col- 
umns of tbe press are making their 
imprint upon the lives of our people. 
Tlu' farmer po.ssesscs the things that 
are best advertised. 

The I'avmer is entitled to all th* 
advantages mid deserves all the lui» 
uries of life. We need more art, sci- 
ence and useful facilities on ttae 
farma, and many homes and_ farms 
are well balanced in thia reapeot, but 
the advertiaer can render a aervice 
by teaching the advantagaa of modem 
equipment throughout the oolumna of 
tbe rural preaa.
